When Adm. Cervera arrived at Sai 
tiago de Cuba with his fleet, the pe 
pie there welcomed him for the relit 
they thought he would bring, but in- 
stead of food he brought them 700 
more men to feed. The only aid he 
had to offer was the tons of ammuni- 
tion in his ship's magazines. 

A map of the harbor furnished to- 
day by spies shows that after the bom- 
bardment of the harbor forts by Com- 
modore Schley on Tuesday. May 31, 
the Spanish cruiser Rcina Mercedes, 
which was disabled, was towed into 
the bay behind the Socapa battery 
where she lies, with two torpedo 
boats.

June 16.— By a vote of 
200 to 01 the house of 
Wednesday afternoon adopted the 
Newlands resolutions providing 
the annexation of Hawaii The 
bate, which has continued with OH 
terruption since Saturday, has I 
one of the most notable of 
congress, the proposed 
being considered of great commercial 
and strategic importance by its 
advocates, and being looked upon 
by its opponents as involving a radi- 
cal departure from the long establish- 
ed policy of the country and likely to 
be followed by the inauguration of 
pronounced policy of colonization, th 
abandonment of the Monroe doctrin 
and participation in international 
wrangles. More than half a hundred 
members participated in the debate. 
From a party standpoint the result 
was awaited with the keenest interest. 
The republicans presented practically a 
unanimous support to the resolutions, 
but three republican members voting 
in opposition. In the democratic ranks 
the division upon the question was 
more marked, 18 democratic members 
voting for annexation. 

The vote in su pport of the resolu- 
tions Wednesday was made up of 179 
republicans, IS democrats, 6 populists 
and 4 fusionlsts; the vote against an- 
nexation comprised 77 democrats, 8 
republicans, 7 populists and 4 fusion- 
ista 

The Hawaiian annexation resolution 
is expected to reach the senate from 
the house early Thursday. The pro- 
gramme of the friends of the measure 
is to have it referred to the committee 
on foreign relations as soon as re- 
ceived. A meeting of that committee 
will be held Friday morning and it is 
expected that a report will be prompt- 
ly authorized, so that the resolution 
can be reported back to the sen- 
ate on the same day of the com- 
mittee's meeting.

AGGRESSIVE MOVE 

United States. Marines and In- 
surgents Completely Rout 
the Spanish. 



THE SPANIARDS CAMP WAS RAZED. 



Only Well in Vicinity Destroyed and 
About Forty of the Enemy 
Were Killed. 



One American Wounded, Two Cuban* 
Billed and Fonr Wounded— Tbe 
Enemy Was Completely Die- 
lodged and Crippled. 

United States Camp, East Side <!f 
Entrance to Guantanamo Bay, June 
14, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 10.— 
The United States marines under 
Lieuu Col. Robert W. Huntington 
made their first aggressive movement 
against the Spanish guerillas to-day 
and completely routed the enemy. 

The force of marines was under 
Capt. Elliott and the co-operating Cu- 
bans were under Col. Laborda. The 
combined forces razed a Spanish camp 
about five miles from the American 
position, destroyed the only well in 
the vicinity and killed about forty 
Spaniards. One American marine was 
slightly wounded. Two Cubans were 
killed and four wounded. 

It is impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of Spaniards engaged, owing to 
their guerilla methods of fighting-, but 
it is believed that there were at least 



rifle fire. The Spanish shots 

erally wild and spasmodic, while the 
Americans coolly fired away, aiming 
carefully and shooting- to kill, 
the most part the Americans firing 
was done individually but at times the 
officers would direct firing by squads, 
always with telling- effect. 

It was beginning to look as though 
a bayonet charge down the slope 
would be necessary to dislodge the 
enemy, when suddenly the latter be- 
gan to break for a thicket a hundred 
yards further on. Little groups could 
be seen fleeing from the camp, sepa- 
rating, darting through the brush and 
zig-zagging to escape the bullets. 

It was then the American fire be- 
came most deadly. Man after man 
could be seen to fall in a vain rush for 
shelter, and the fire from the Spanish 
became scattering and almost ceased. 

Two Cubans lay dead and four 
wounded, and Private Walker, of Com- 
pany 0 had to limp to the rear with a 
blight wound in his ankle.

ably many of their dead. Fifteen 
bodies were found scattered through 
the brush, but the Americans were un- 
able to examine the spot where their 
firing had been most deadly. No time 
was l*»st in burning the buildings and 
filling the well with earth and stones. 

The Dolphin landed water and am- 
munition, as an attack was expected 
on the return march, but none was 
made. Evidently the Spaniards were 
too thoroughly beaten to attempt 
further lighting. The marines did not 
reach the American camp until after 
nightfall, and as they had been with- 
out fool since the early morning, they 
were thoroughly exhausted.
